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SUMMARY OF BILL:     Requires the Department of Health to use funds
from the Health Access Incentive Account to create a program to provide
prevention and treatment services to low-income pregnant substance-abusers
or victims of domestic abuse.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT: Other Fiscal Impact – Establishes
a priority for expenditure of existing Health Access Incentive
Funds.

Assumes that the Department of Health would end some
existing program activities funded by this account in order to
fund the new programs required by the bill. Funding for the
Health Access Incentive Account is currently capped at $1.9
million.
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
